NEW YORK -- The City of Newark's was awarded an Environmental Quality 
Award by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), for its 
efforts to improve environmental quality.

in the past four years, Newark has become a leader among municipalities 
on the East Coast especially in the area of recycling. Newark has 
achieved an effective recycling rate of over 50% of its municipal solid 
waste. Most of the recycling tonnage was performed by 100 commercial 
recycling firms located in Newark. In addition, Newark began a major 
city-wide curbside recycling program resulting in dramatically 
increased recycling collections. Some of the innovative aspects of the 
program are a forceful youth education program, a strong public/private 
partnership and a partial ban on the use of plastic packaging in retail 
food establishments. Newark's program demonstrates effectiveness of a 
recycling program designed to meet the needs of a large, urban center. 


In addition, Newark received the Administrator's Award for its 


outstanding efforts in promoting recycling in an urban area. 
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A ceremony was held in Washington, D.C. on May 15, 1991 at EPA's 


headquarters to honor Newark and other programs. 


The awards ceremony, held at the U.S. Court of International Trade on 
Friday, April 26, was highlighted by an address by Lewis Crampton, 
Associate Administrator for Communications and Public Affairs at EPA's
